WITHOUT WARNING 


“ Now, if every person who had signed 
a recommendation for boys to join the 
English Navy is to be shot, I am afraid 
that there will be a great number of people 
in this country who will be shot, because 
men in all stages and positions, clergymen 
and officials, and men of different parties 
have signed such recommendations. Surely 
the least that might have been given to the 
deceased man was a warning that his 
action was distasteful. No notice or warn- 
ing was given, but instead he was hurled 
to death. No stain will lie on the memory 
of the deceased man where he was known, 
and throughout the country the action 
which has taken place is abhorrent, and I 
again repeat that every effort will be made 
to trace the authors of it. 

“I propose to produce for you the widow, 
and to ask her to give an account of what 
happened last Tuesday night in this house, 
and also evidence of the State Pathologist 
and Dr. Burke, and .one or two other 
witnesses. Then I propose to ask you to 
adjourn the inquest to another occasion,

WIDOW’S EVIDENCE

THE KNOCK AT THE DOOR 


Mrs. Somerville, widow of the dead Vice- i 
Admiral, giving evidence, said that her 


N—— 


husband was 72 years old, and had served 
in the British Navy until he retired in 
1919. Up to 1924 he was attached to the 
Admiralty, and at the end of July in that 
year they returned to Castletownshend. 
There lived in the house with them on 
last Tuesday two maids named Lizzie 
McDonald and Mary McCarthy. On Tues- 
day night Mary McCarthy left the house 
at 8 o'clock, and the other maid left about 
9 o'clock, It was the custom in all houses 
in Castletownshend to let servants go to 
their homes for some hours at night. 

The witness and her husband were in 
their diningroom at 9.15 p.m.; then she 
walked into an adjoining room, and while 
there she heard footsteps walking across 
the yard, which was immediately outside 
that room. 

Mr. Healy—What attracted your atten- 
tion next? 

Witness—I knew it was a boy’s step or 
a man’s, and I thought it might be that 
of the boy working here. I heard the steps 
come through the gateway and pass the 
front of the house in the direction of the 
hall door. I said to my husband: “I hear 
someone walking by the window ; perhaps 
it is one of the boys coming to see you.”’ 
He replied: “ Probably it is; I'll go and 


see. 


THE VOICE IN THE HALL 


At that moment, continued the witness, 
there was a knock at the door. My 
husband got up and carried a lamp into 
the hall. I believe my husband opened 
the hall door. Then 1 heard an indistinct 
voice, which, I believe, said: “ Are you 
Mr. Somerville?”” My husband said: 
““ Yes, [ am Admiral Somerville.’’ Nothing 
more was said, but immediately I heard 
the sound of a shot and falling glass, and 
three, four or five shots—I cannot say how 
many—in rapid succession. There was no 
interval between the shots. I took up 


of the officers and | 


another iamp and rushed into the hallway, 
which had become dark again. I called, 
not to my husband, but to whoever was 
firing the shots: ‘‘ What are you doing?’’ 

When I got to the diningroom door a 
gust of wind blew out the lamp. There 
was then complete darkness, and no sound 
except that of hurried footsteps outside— 
I should say of more than one man; I 
should say pf two men, but I cannot be 
definite, as I saw nothing. 

What direction did the footsteps go in? 

Down the avenue towards the public 
road. 

What did you then do? 


FINDING OF THE BODY 


As the hall was completely dark I 
rushed upstairs and got another lamp. On 
coming down Í saw my husband lying in 
the porch. He was lying by the side with 
his head against the wall. Previously | 
had called out to him twice, but got no 
answer. 

What did you do next? 

For a few minutes I remained in the 
hall to make sure that my husband was 
not unconscious but dead. I then went 
to my brother-in-law’s, Admiral Hugh 
Somerville’s, house. | 

To go there was it. necessary to leave 
the grounds? 

No, I walked down the path leading 
through the grounds, 

The witness went on to describe how 
she procured assistance from her brother- 
in-law, who in turn telephoned the Guards 
at Skibbereen for medical assistance. 


A DENIAL 


On the question of recruiting she said: 
“My husband was not engaged in recruit- 
ing for the British Navy or Army, and he 
had no appointment for the purpose of 
getting recruits. He never canvassed for 
recruits for either of the services. Boys 


| came to him frequently to ascertain the 


procedure for entering the Navy. 

To her knowledge, she added, her hur 
band had never received any warning or 
notice calling on him to desist from this 
custom. 

To the Coroner—He was on the friend- 
liest terms with all his neighbours, and 
with all the people in the village and 
about the countryside. He had no enemy, 
to her knowledge. 


PATHOLOGIST’S EVIDENCE 


The evidence of the State patholozist, 
Dr. McGrath, indicated that there were 
six bullet wounds in the body, one in the 
left groin puncturing the intestines and 
the right thigh: the sccond in the left 
side of ilium, and thence through the back 
bone: the third in the chest, through the 
breast bone and large artery of the heart ; 
the fourth and fifth had entrance and 
exit in the left arm, and the sixth was 
at the angle of the lower jaw, breaking 
the jawbone. 

Death was due to shock and ra ER SE 
caused by bullet wounds, in particular the 
heart wound, which would have been fatal 
in a few minutes. 

Dr. Michael Burke (Skibbereen) de- 
scribed his preliminary examination of 
the body while it was lying in the hall 


on the night of the shooting.

this afternoon and to-night marked 
the closing stages of one of the most 
remarkable election campaigns ever waged 
in Germany. It can be called an “' Alice 
in Wonderland ” election in the following 
respects :'— 

(1) There is only one party in the field, 
and the only way of filling up the paper 
without rendering it invalid is to vote in 
favour of this party; 

(2) Despite this fact, the polling has 
been preceded by what is probably the 
most intensive propaganda campaign ever 
devoted to an election in any country ; 
(3) Many of the voters believe that the 
votes are liable to be controlled, and that 
they must vote “ Yes ” to be on the safe 
side ; and 

(4) Many Germans believe that if they 
abstain or spoil their papers they are 
liable to lose their German citizenship 
altogether. 


NAZI FLAGS 


Every car owner in Berlin has been 
ordered to fly the Nazi flag or display 
election posters. Many lorries dash 
through the streets full of Nazis shouting 
slogans. Barges sail the rivers with 
bands playing and election banners flying. 

Election jokes are circulating in Berlin 
this week-end, and some of them throw 
interesting light on the spirit of scepticism 
‘in which some people regard Sunday’s 
polling. Some of the jokes play with the 
suggestion that election results may be 
arranged beforehand—quite unjustified, 
no doubt, in the present instance, but 
good enough for the foes of the Nazis to 
make play with. One such joke runs as 
follows :— 

“ Did you hear there was a burglary at 
the Propagasda Ministry last night?’’ 

‘‘No; what was stolen?’ 

“ The election results for 1940.’ 


FROM KRUPPS 


Preceded by a nation-wide one-minute 
silence ushered in by the hooting of sirens 
and the hoisting of flags all over Germany, 
Herr Hitler addressed the nation this 
afternoon from the chassis of a railway 
engine in Krupps’ works at Essen. 

Hitler denounced conflicts between the 
classes, and said that the strength they 
had expended in fighting at home they had 
lacked in asserting themselves in the 
world. Some people criticised what he 
had done, or said that they would have 
done it in a different way. but it was easy 
for people to be wise after the event. Just 
as there could be no division of the nations 
into victor and vanquished, said Hitler, 
so could there be no such division in 
respect to employers and employes. 

He said: ‘‘I do not belong to any em- 
ployers, to any class, or any religious 
confession, but only to my people. I am 
not in favour of arming Germany simply 
because I am a shareholder. I think I 
am the only statesman in the world whe 
has no banking account. I have no 
shares. I have no dividends. I only want 
my people to be strong. | 


“IT AM ADAMANT” 

“T do not want to struggle with other 
nations, but just as I have refused to 
submit to anyone at home, so I decline to 
do this in foreign politics. A territory of 
the size of Belgium has been disarmed, 
and now is re-armed. Here I am adamant. 
I will not be the representative of a 
second-class nation. 

“ What 1s it we Germans want in the 
world? I will tell you—to be left alone. 
Europe is like a great house inhabited by 
manv families. It will not do for one 
family to interfere in another's flat and 
say Which rooms may be occupied and 
which may not. We have no interest in 
France and Belgium, and we deny their 
rights to have an interest in us.” 

Hitler then gave an account of the offers 
which he had made to Europe, and said: 
“I asked that no military pacts should 
be concluded, but this was rejected. Such 
pacts were concluded, and they were 
blessed by the League of Nations, and 
were called pacts for the rebuilding of 
Europe. It is not I who have inaugurated 
military staff discussions. If Europe gets 
entangled in many military alliances I, 
at least, want the sovereignty of the whole 
Reich restored. This is what I have done. 


TREATIES 

“ Becavse we would like to believe in 
the sacredness of treaties, we want to 
restore the preliminary condition—that is, 
that two equal partners voluntarily sign. 
Only that can be called a sacred pact. The 
right to-live is more than any letter of a 
treaty. 

“ Tf someone should have doubts about 
our guarantees, I say either you must 
believe 65,000,000 people or you need not. 
If you do not believe them, why do you 
continue to negotiate with them at all? 
The people want peace, work and bread. If 
anybody does not believe this we cannot 
help it. 

“I have no time to say that this or that 
should be done in France. I see a colossal 
programme of work in front of me in Ger- 
many. What a task! If only the other 
statesmen would see the work which they 
have to do in their countries.”’

EMPEROR’S TROOPS 


The Press Association Special Corre- 
spondent in the Abyssinian capital learns 
from an excellent source that the 
Emperor, with the mass of his army, has 
moved from near Khoram to a_ point 
adjacent to Sokota, over a hundred miles 
east of Gondar, thus strengthening the 
strategical position of his forces. 
In the south there are indications that 
the great offensive, on which the Italians 
pin their hopes of ending the war quickly, 
has begun. The Abyssinians are digging 
in before Harar with machine-gun em- 
placements, trenches and so forth, accord- 
ing to an Italian report from Djibuti. 
Marshal Badoglio, however, remains 
silent. ‘‘ Nothing to report on either 
front,” says yesterday’s communiqué.” 
The bombing of the Swedish ambulance 
unit reported yesterday is the second 
bombing of a Swedish unit during the 
war. The unit in this last bombing would 
appear to be that commandel by Dr.

PLENTY OF OIL

ROME, Friday. 

“The fuel reserves of the Italian Nav 
will, before long, be sufficient to enable 
us to face any crisis, even one of long 
duration,” asserted Admiral Cavagnari, 
Under-Secretary for Marine, speaking in 
the Senate to-day. 

This statement follows the claim of the 
Under-Secretary for Air that the Air Force 
has so much petrol that it has ceased im- 
porting fuel. 

Admiral Cavagnari was making an ex- 
planatory statement on the naval esti- 
mates before the adjournment of the 
Senate for the Easter recess. “The 
announcement of a long range building 
programme at the present time would not 
be opportune,’ he declared. ‘‘ We can 
do so when the sky is clearer, but at the 
present a Nordic mist is hanging over- 
head, and we must navigate with much 
circumspection.”’ 


OFF MALTA 

Admiral Cavagnari referred to Admiral 
Sir Roger Keves’s statement that Italian 
submarines had come bobbing up like corks 
during the British naval exercises off 
Malta. “ Representatives and responsible 
men in the British Empire have already 
denied this story. 

“ But it is not out of place to observe 
that our submarines have always carried 
out their exercises in home waters or in 
the open sea. If they are seen at 
Alexandria or at Port Said, they are 
sailing past with their flags flying—on 
the surface—to enter the Suez Canal.”’

RATIFICATION IN PARIS

The Franco-Soviet Pact of Mutual 
Assistance, which was given by Herr 
Hitler as justification for his remilitarisa- 
tion of the Rhineland, came into force to- 
day.

WATER AND LIGHT 


Observing that the whole tendency of 
expenditure was now, and would be, defi- 
nitely upward, the City Manager goes on 
to deal with the Corporation’s ceaseless 
effort in the past three years to obtain a 
decision as to the joint hydro-electric 
waterworks scheme. The delay, for which 
the Corporation was not responsible, had, 
however, involved critical conditions as to 
water supply. and the special measures to 
cope with the emergency were having their 
effect on expenditure, which would in- 
crease in the future, to meet borrowing 
for capital expenditure for temporary 
measures, while, later on, huge capital 
would be necessary for the provision of a 
permanent additional supply. 

The estimate for public lighting had 
increased by £6,295, and as long as a 
demand for improved public lighting had 
to be met the estimates must continue to 
increase. 


THE RATEPAYERS 


Having stated that the ratepayers no 
longer were confined to wealthy mer- 
chants, industrialists and the better-off 
classes, but included all classes of wage- 
earners, the City Manager said that, with 
enormous borrowing for housing and 
waterworks, the city’s indebtedness had 
increased since April 1, 1931, by nearly 
four millions. 

The report adds :—‘‘ The addition to the 
rates necessary to meet the increases 
therein indicated amounts to ls. 93d. in 
the £. The actual increase, however, is 
very much less—viz., 94d. in the &. 
Indeed, but for the increases in statutory 
demands, over which the Corporation have 
no control, the city rate for 1936-37 would 
have been capable of a reduction of 34d. 
in the £. This comparatively satisfactory 
result was mainly attributable to the 
abolition for 1936-37 of the preferential 
rating in certain districts, and also to the 
increased product of 1d. in the £ owing 
to increasing valuation, etc. 

“Tt is fortunate that the Corporation 
in recent years have not adopted a policy 
of squandermania, or living beyond their 
means, as they are now able to face with 
comparative equanimity an increased rate, 
even though they have no responsibility 
for it; whereas, if the city rate were 
already a heavy burden, a substantial 
addition might well prove the ‘ last straw’ 
for many a struggling ratepayer.”’ 


HOUSING AND ROADS 

In recapitulating some of the main 
accomplishments of the Corporation, the 
report states that since 1930 4,912 houses 
had been completed and occupied, and 
those in course of construction, or being 
arranged for, would bring the total up to 
15,245 dwellings. Grants of £65,000 had 
been made to public utility societies and 
others to assist in building, and as 4 
supplementary house-building measure 
provision had. been made for the advance 
of £1,150,000 to borrowers under the Small 
Dwellings Acquisition Acts. 

Road improvements had cost various 
sums:—Upper Rathmines road, £22,000; 
Dartry road, £7,000, and Donnybrook 
£24,538. Widening schemes which are ad- 
vancing include those for South Great 
George's street, Redmond’s Hill and 
Wexford street, and Grattan Crescent 
(Emmet road). In Crumlin area seven 
miles of new roads had been made. Seven 
new bridges had been constructed in 
different parts of the city. On these and 
other works £817,000 had been expended. 

Within the existing city boundary there 
are forty-one parks, open spaces and play- 
grounds, with an area of about 2,100 acres, 
the expenditure on the improvement of 
which has amounted to about £60,000 up 
to March 31, 1936. 

The new sea wall at Clontarf was pro- 
gressing rapidly, and the estimated total 
cost for its erection was £90,000. The 
Rivers Dodder, Tolka and Poddle had 
been improved in various ways. 


HEAVY DEMANDS 

The demand of Grangegorman Mental 
Hospital is increased by £11,943, due to 
(a) Decrease in credits as compared with 
previous demand; (b) Increased cost of 
general supply services, and (c) increased 
provision for loan charges. £81,459 repre- 
sents the increase in the demand of the 
Dublin Board of Assistance, and this is

INCOME TAX ANALOGY 
| REJECTED

HE levy for education is a rate, and 
is legal and binding, and would still 
be within the competence of the Parhia- 
ment to impose if it had been a tax. 
This is the result of the judgment of 
the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council, delivered to-day, on the special 
reference raising the question whether the 
Government of Northern Ireland has 
power to call on local authorities to levy 
a rate yielding a lump sum for expendi- 
ture on education. 
The argument was heard by the Lord 
Chancellor, Lord Thankerton, Lord 
Maugham, Sir George Lowndes and Sir 
Sidney Rowlatt. 
During the argument Sir Sidney Rowlatt, 
who has given more judgments on income 
tax law than any other judge, laid his 
finger on the defect in the Belfast Cor- 
poration’s view that the levy is in the . 
nature of income tax, and the Privy 
Council’s decision ‘turns almost wholly on 
the distinction between a rate and a tax, 
which Sir Sidney Rowlatt then threw out. 
The Belfast Corporation had challenged 
the validity. of Section 3 of the Finance 
Act (Northern Ireland), 1934. under.which 
the rate was levied. What the section 
did, the Corporation argued, was to create - 
a tax for general purposes in the nature 
of income tax. Anything like an income 
tax was contrary to the powers conferred 
on the Government by the Government of 


Ireland Act, 1920. i 
A DISTINCTION 


The administrative importance of the 
difference between a rate and a tax came 
out in a comparison on March 6th of the 
iKnglish and Irish fiscal systems for educa- 
tion. In England the rate levied in local 
areas is for expenditure in those areas; 
in Northern Ireland the major cost 1s 
provided by the Paxyliament, and the levy 
called for by the Government goes into 
the Consolidated Fund, from which there 
is allocation according to local needs. As 
(the Belfast Corporation said) income tax 
machinery is not in-the province of the 
Government of Northern Ireland, and a 
tax for a central fund is in the nature 
of income tax, this levy is invalid. 

The Lord Chancellor drew from counsel 


in the course of argument their various 
definitions of the distinction between a 
rate and a tax, and then Sir Sidney 


Rowlatt intervened to sav that the real 
characteristic of income tax is that it 1s 
directed to protits, whereas a rate is con-— 
cerned only with the rateable value of 
property, according to which the occupier 
must pay whether he have any profits or 
not.

Babington, K.C. (Attorney-General of 
Northern Ireland) ; Mr. Harold Murphy, 
R.C. and Mr. J. Desmond Chambers 
(Linklaters and Paines) for the Govern- 
ment. 


THE JUDGMENT 


Lord Thankerton delivered the judgment 
of the Privy Council. He said that it was 
well to examine all the clauses of Section 
3 of the Finance Act of 1934, which are 
as follows :— | 

“53 (1) There shall be paid to the Ex- 
chequer of Northern Ireland by the 
Council of every county and county 
borough an annual contribution towards 
the cost to the said Exchequer of educa- 
tional services. : 

“ (2) The contribution to be paid by 
each such Council, as aforesaid, im respect 
of each financial year shall be as follows: 
(a) In réspect of the year ending on the 
thirty-first day of March, 19355, an amount 
equal to the sum which would be produced 
by a rate of sixpence in the pound on the 
rateable value of the county or county 
borough; (b) in respect of each subse- 
quent year an amount equal to the sum 
which would be produced by a rate of one 
shilling in the pound on the rateable value 
of the county or county borough. 

“ (3) The contribution to be paid b7 
the Council of a county or county borough 
shall ge raised by means of the poor rate, 
and shall, so far as it represents a rate 
on the rateable value of a borough or 
‘other urban district, be raised by the 
Council of the borough or urban district 
upon the demand of the County Council. 

“ Where a Council for the purpose of 
providing any sums required to be raised 
bv them for the contribution to be paid 
in respect of the year ending on the thirty- 
first day of March, 1935, borrow money 
temporarily in exercise of the powers con- 
ferred upon the Council by Section Three 
of the Local Authorities (Financial Pro- 
visions) Act, 1921, or any similar enact- 
ment in a local Act, the term within which 
| such money is required to be repaid shall 
be a period not exceeding six months from 
the ending of the said year. 

“ (4) The contributions payable under 
this section shall be paid in such instal: 
ments, payable at such times, as the 
Ministry of Finance may direct. 

““ (5) Expenditure incurred by a Council 
in paying any contribmion, or meeting 
any demand under this section, shall not 
be taken into account for the purposes of 
the deficiency contribution under Section 
Twelve or Section Thirteen of the Local 
Government (Rating and Finance) Act 
(Northern Ireland), 1929, as amended by 
any enactment for the time being in force. 

“ (6) In this section the expression 
rateable value means the rateable value 
subject to the provisions of Part 1 of the 
said Local Government (Rating and 
Finance) Act, of the hereditaments and 
tenements rates to the poor rate for the 
financial year immediately preceding the 
vear in resnect of which the contribution 
is to be paid.’’

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 


Consents to settlement were received and 
made rules of court in a number of running 
down actions. 

In an action of Miss Bridie Halpin, of 
Irishtown, Clonmel, against Michael ean 
of Cecil street, Limerick, the plaintiff 
claimed damages for injuries caused to her as 
the result of a collision between the defen- 
dant’s motor car and a car in which she 
was a passenger, at Tullabeg, Co. Limerick, 
on 28th July of last year. 

The consent provided for the payment of 
£1,250 damages and £50 costs to the plaintiff. 

Mr. J. L. Esmonde (instructed by Mr. 
Henry Shannon) appeared for the plaintiff. 

In an action of Mrs. Josephine Carrol] 
and her husband, Philip Carroll, of Parnell 
street, Clonmel, against the same defendant, 
Mrs. Carroll claimed damages for injuries 
arising from the same accident, and Mr. 
Carroll, damages for the loss of the assistance 
of his wife in the carrying on of his business, 
and for expenses. 

The consent provided for the payment of

The action was for damages for personal 
injuries caused to the plaintiff when a motor 
car with a trailer attached, the property of 
the defendant, collided with a horse and 
cart, driven by the plaintiff, at Carringibbon, 
near South Lodge, Carrick-on-Suir, on 26th 
of last September.

In the matter of the estate of Patrick 
Carroll, late of Crochan, Virginia, Co. Cavan, 


| an application was made by Mr. FitzSimon 


(instructed by Mr. J. C. McKenna) on be- 
half of Joseph Wright, Garryross, Virginia, a 
first cousin of Patrick Carroll, for a grant of 
letters of administration to the personal 


bachelor and intestate on the 16th February 
last. 

Mr. F. M. Duffy (instructed by Mr. E. J. 
Duffy) made a similar application on behalf 
of Kate Brady, Agacashel, Co. Cavan, an- 
other first cousin of the late Mr. Carroll. 

Mr. FitzSimon read an affidavit. of his 
chent, which stated that Patrick Carroll’s 
farm had been valued for the purpose of pro- 
bate at £150 and some stock on the land had 
been sold for £79. In addition there was 
£376 on deposit receipt in the Northern Bank. 
Mr. Carroll was also entitled to the entire 
estate of his sister, Mary Reilly, Virginia, a 
widow, under whose will he was the universal 
legatee. Probate was granted to him on the 
14th February last, two days before his 
death. Mary Reilly’s assets were her farm, 
valued for the purposes of probate at £150, 
and £185 on deposit receipt in the Nationa! 
Bank. 

The affidavit added that the applicant had 
lived noxt door to Mr. Carroll, and had 
assisted him in working the farm. The 
applicant was 56 years old. and the youngest 
of the four next-of-kin of Mr. Carroll. Mrs. 
Kate Brady, the other applicant, was a widow 
and an old age pensioner. 

Mr. FitzSimon read an affidavit of Mrs. 
Brady, in the course of which she said that 
Thomas Glennon and Margaret Anderson, the 
remaining next-of-kin, desired that letters of 
administration, intestate, of Mr. Carroll's 
estate should be granted to her. She owned 
a farm of approximately 20 Irish acres, on 
which she resided with her son, Joseph 
Brady, who was a Peace Commissioner, and 
the farm was well provided with the usual 
farming stock. She had a substantial sum on 
deposit with her bankers, and Thomas Glen- 
non, who supported her application, was a 
substantial farmer at Oldcastle, Co. Meath. 
Joseph Wright was, to her own personal 
knowledge, in poor financial circumstances. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan. asked how it was that 
if the applicant was in such affluent circum- 
stances she was described in Joseph Wright’s 
affidavit as an old age pensioner. 

Mr. FitzSimon said that the affidavit did 
not give any further information on this 

int. 

Mr. Duffy pressed for liberty to be given to 
his client to take out letters of administra- 
tion, and said that she was entitled to it be- 
cause she had the support of a majority of the 
next-of-kin. 

Mr, Justice Sullivan gave liberty to Kate 
Brady to take out letters of administration, 
and allowed both parties their costs.
